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No More Black Crosses 


For some time the National Tu- 
berculosis Association has had under 
discussion the abolishing of the black 
double barred cross. The use of the 
tuberculosis emblem in black has been 
more or less widespread throughout 
the country and appears on printed 
matter issued not only by the National 
Association, but by a great many of 
the state and local associations. The 
cross, our trade-mark, should be used 
only in red. This fact has been lost 
sight of and to refresh your minds on 
the matter we quote the following 
statement issued by the United States 
Patent Office, Act of February 20, 
1905, and call your attention to the 
last sentence. 

TO ALL WHOM IT MAY 
CONCERN: 

Be it know that National Tubercu- 
losis Association, a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under the laws 
of the State of Maine, and locatea 
and doing business at No. 381 Fourth 
Avenue, Borough of Manhattan, City 
and State of New York, has adopted 
and used the trade-mark shown in 
the accompanying drawing, for pam- 
phlets, circulars, and printed books, 
in Class No. 38, Prints and publica- 
tions. 

The trade-mark has been continu- 
ously used in the business of said 
corporation, and its predecessors in 
title, since 1902. 

The trade-mark is applied to the 
goods by printing the same in red 
thereon.

Naturally the expense of using the 
cross in red is a great deal more than 
it is when printed in black ink. This 
means that in many cases the use of 
the trade-mark now is prohibitive. 

Please note that our BULLETIN 
from now on will set the example of 
carrying no double barred crosses, 
inasmuch as we cannot afford to print 
them in red. All other printed mat- 
ter issued by us in the future will also 
omit the cross trade-mark unless the 
expense of printing in red ink seems 
justifiable.

Report from Our 
Neighbors 


The Philippine Islands Anti-Tu- 
berculosis Society has sent in an ex- 
cellent report of its work in 1929 
and its budget and program for 1930. 
These outlines have been worked out 
in such clear outline form that they 
not only paint a picture of the tuber- 
culosis movement in the Islands but 
at the same time give authentic infor- 
mation. 

The Early Diagnosis Campaign 
and the Christmas seal sale were the 
two outstanding projects in 1929 and 
the newspapers gave generous space. 
There was a fifty per cent increase in 
the use of literature, posters, and 
stuffers, and other educational ma- 
terial. 

Free beds for indigent tuberculous 
patients were provided for at the San- 
tol Tuberculosis Sanatorium, one of 
the chief activities of the Society. A 
detailed resumé of the work con- 
ducted at this sanatorium appears in 
the report, most noteworthy of which 
was the introduction of pneumothorax 
treatment made possible by the open- 
ing of an X-ray department. 

Statistical tables appear throughout 
the report and a carefully audited 
financial statement is given at the end 
of the report. 

For the 1930 budget and program 
approved by the Board of Directors 
93,595.67 pesos ($46,797.84) has 
been allowed for the various budgets. 
These have been worked out to in- 
clude the administrative, fund rais- 
ing, physicians and nursing services, 
traveling health clinics, and education 
and publicity. 

For the Santol Tuberculosis Sana- 
torium the 1930 budget is 191,357.38 
pesos ($95,678.69).

Organize Teachers’ Club 


The enthusiasm of Detroit public 
school teachers for health education 
has been demonstrated recently by 
the formation of the Detroit Public 
School Health Education Club, the 
object of which is “to promote inter- 
est in health and physical education 
in Detroit public schools.” 

With the teachers thus organized, 
progress in health education in this 
Michigan city should develop rapidly. 
Detroit has been for a long time ac- 
tive in this field and is to be con- 
gratulated for this further indication 
of its progressive spirit. 


After Care Committee 


During May a study was made of 
the patients in the Hudson County 
(New Jersey) Tuberculosis Hospital 
and Sanatorium as a basis on which 
to work out an educational program. 
Each patient was interviewed on four 
points: (1) grade completed in 
school; (2) jobs held before entering 
the sanatorium; (3) future employ- 
ment plans; and (4) studies desired 
while in sanatorium. One hundred 
thirty-seven of the 151 patients inter- 
viewed expressed a desire for some 
educational work. 


The Hudson County Tuberculosis 
League has appointed an after care 
committee as follows: Dr. B. S. Pol- 
lak, Hudson County Sanatorium, 
Chairman, Mr. Bernard Coleman, 
Secretary of the Hudson County Tu- 
berculosis League, and Dr. Ira Gast 
of Jersey City. This committee will 
formulate an after care program in 


the fall. 


A New Foundation 
Made Possible by Gift 


An initial gift of five million dollars 
from Mrs. Walter G. Ladd in mem- 
ory of her father has made possible the 
incorporation in New York State of 
the Josiah Macy, Jr., Foundation for 
the support of studies of fundamental 
aspects of health, sickness, and methods 
for the relief of suffering. 


The Foundation will take more in- 
terest in the “architecture of ideas than 
in the architecture of buildings and 
laboratories.” It will therefore not 
erect any buildings, or laboratories, 
nor conduct research of its own, but 
will offer aid in the form of scholar- 
ships, awards, publications and finan- 
cial grants to promote cooperation with 
unified aims between universities, col- 
leges, hospitals, laboratories, learned 
societies and other undertakings of 
social usefulness. 


Dr. Ludwig Kast, Professor of 
Medicine at the New York Post Grad- 
uate Medical School, will be the Presi- 
dent of the Foundation, Mr. Dave 
Hennen Morris, Chairman of the 
Board, and Colonel Marlborough 
Churchill, Executive Secretary.

School Health Progress 


The proceedings of the 1929 Say- 
ville Health Education Conference of 
the American Child Health Associa- 
tion has just been published under the 
title School Health Progress. The 
two questions, ‘How can the present 
knowledge of child development be 
used in guiding the steps which we 
should take in developing a curri- 
culum for health,” and “How can we 
coordinate and correlate our school 
activities and services to secure a 
maximum of functioning of these in 
relation to the health of children,” 
were the topics around which the pro- 
gram for this Conference centered, 
and they are discussed from the stand- 
point of Elementary, Secondary, and 
Teacher Training points of view. 

This printed record of the proceed- 
ings is a valuable contribution to the 
field of health education and every 
tuberculosis worker interested in this 
field will do well to have a copy for 
reference.

Hitch Hikers, by W. W. Peter, 
M.D., Dr. P.H., and Grace T. Hal- 
lock, is a new 55-page booklet recently 
issued by Cleanliness Institute, 45 
East 17th Street, New York.

IN THE FIELD 


An interesting survey has been 
made by the Montana Tuberculosis 
Association at Wolf Point on the 
Sioux Reservation to find out health 
conditions where the whites and the 
Indians have been in school together 
for a period of years. A clinic was 
conducted and two months was de- 
voted to this work which included the 
taking of X-rays and tuberculin tests. 
Mrs. Morse, Executive Secretary, is 
planning to arrange three or four 
other similar clinics during the year. 

The Louisville Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has been using an interesting 
birthday greeting letter to suggest 
that day as being the proper one on 
which to have a physical examination. 
The birthday dates of outstanding 
citizens are secured from _ various 
sources, mostly newspapers. The 
scheme arranges to take care of a 
series of birthday greetings for four 
years and the letters can be prepared 
ahead by the girls in the office. 

The Tuberculosis Society of Har- 
risburg and Dauphin County, Penn- 
sylvania, has a unique plan to swell its 
Christmas Seal funds. On one hun- 
dred acres of land, the site of the 
county summer camp for under- 
nourished children, they will plant 
45,000 Christmas trees on ten acres 


each year for ten years and sell these - 


trees at the Christmas season to sup- 
plement seal funds. 


Three regional conferences on tu- 
berculosis were held by the Tennessee 
Department of Public Health at 
Knoxville, Nashville, and Memphis. 
About forty public health and tuber- 
culosis workers were in attendance at 
each of these conferences. The 1930 
early diagnosis campaign motion pic- 
ture film was shown and among the 
speakers were Dr. E. L. Bishop, Dr. 
Horton Casparis, Dr. James A. Crab- 
tree, Dr. H. C. Stewart, Dr. H. S. 
Mustard, and Dr. W. K. Sharp.

The Anti-‘Tuberculosis Society of 
Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania, dur- 
ing the past school year have weighed 
26,157 boys and girls in their public 
and parochial schools. Almost twice 
as many girls are 10 per cent or more 
underweight than the boys. This 
record has been worked up in an 
interesting chart showing results by 
counties.
